SMASHING RECORDS 


Gigantic Lusitania Plowing Atlantic 


Main at a Speed That Will Set 


All Old Marks Aside 


FIVE DAYS 


New 
York, 
Sept. 
11.—Ploughing 


through the seas at a speed never be- 
fore attained by a passenger steam- 
ship, the giant turbiner, Lusitania, of 
the Cunard line, is sweeping along at a 
25-knot clip on her maiden voyage to 
New York, and a wireless message re- 
ceived from Cape Race, N. F., early 
today, show.* that she has broken all 
trans-Atlantic records. 
If she main- 


tains her speed through the last thou- 
sand miles of her trip the hope of a 
four-day trip across the Atlantic will 
have been realized. 


The Lusitania came into the wire- 


less zone of Cape Race at 5:20 o'clock 
today and telegraphed that she was 
then 225 miles southeast of the cape, 
or 1,125 miles from the Sandy Hook 
lightship. The dispatch today showed 
that the big ship had covered 1,655 
miles of the voyage in approximately 
seventy hours, through swelling seas 
and murky fogs, which hindered pro- 
gress, and that she had averaged a 
trifle better than 23^ knots an hour, a 
speed record never before reached by 
a trans-Atlantic steamship on a west- 
bound voyage. 


Expected Early Friday. 


The Lusitania is expected to flash 


by the red hulled lightship off Sandy 
Hook about 1 o'clock Friday morning, 
which would make the time of the 
voyage about four days and eighteen 
hours, more than thirteen hours better 
than the record trip betwcon Queens- 
town and New York, of five days, 
seven hours and twenty-five minutes 
made by the Lucania of the Cunard 
line in 1894.

Lusiiania's 
maiden

promises also to wrest the .title, of.the 
queen of the seas from the Deutsch- 
land, of the Hamburg-American line. 
The Deutschland made a.voyage from 
Cherbourg to New York in 1903 in five

Some Points of the Lusitania.

the seas promises to be so successful. 
The Lusitania and her sister ship, the 
Mauretania, not yet completed, stand 
as the largest ships ever built. Both 
ships were constructed from the same 
models. The speed of the Lusitania is 
developed from four screws rotated by 
turbine engines of 6S,OUCKhorse power. 
The number of furnaces required to 
keep up this tremendous horse power 
is 192. Four monster funnels carry 
off, the smoke from 
the 
furnaces. 


These funnels have a diameter of 24 
feet and are 155 feet in height. The 
Lusitania is 790 feet long, which is 
much longer than the average passen- 
ger train.

the new building at East Wayne and 
Lafayette streets a few years ago, at 
which time the name of the congrega- 
tion was changed to the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal church of Fort WajTie.

thizers early today five men were in- 
jured and are now in St. Luke's hos- 
pital.

The trouble occurred when a wreck- 


ing car of the United railroads, on 
which were about fifteen men, was ap- 
proaching the car barns at the corner 
of Utah and Twenty-fourth streets. As 
the car was passing a tent occupied 
by union pickets, stones were thrown 
at it and shots were fired by some of 
the car men, but none was1 hit. 


The car continued on its way to the 


barns, where the crowd had assem- 
bled.

from the Jews were unheeded by the

Many Jews fieri iron: the city to Rou- 
mania, but they wer? stopped there 
by the Roumanian guards, who won!'! 
not. permit them to enter the country. 
The Jews are in a state of panic and 
more bloodshed is feared. 


If this dispatch from Vienna is cor- 


rect in its estimate of the numbers 
killed at Kishinev then ihe terrible 
affrays which took place in this Rus- 
sian city on April Ifl anrl 20, IT'03, tho 
news of which shocked the 
world, 


hare been surpassed in mortality at 
least. In the massacre of four years 
ago forty-five Jews were killed, eighty 
four were seriously wounded. 500 wore 
crippled and injured, anrl no less than 
10.000 were rendered homeless and 
destitute.

turn last night at the usual lime noth- 


I ing was thought of it, as the roads 


I were muddy and his mother believed 


I it had taken more time to make the 


trip. 
At daybreak this morning his 


lifeless body was 
found 
by a farm 


hand. The horse \va; hitched to the 
buggy just as it was when driven into 
the earn. 


There was nothing to indicate that 


Casey had taken his life. 
In fact he 


was "looking forward in happy antici- 
pation of his approaching marriage. 
No revolver was found in or near the 
buggy nor along the road taken by 
Casey, and for this reason the murder 
theory is strongly entertained. 


Homer Casey was a traveling sales-

dred pounds, the balloon settled down 
near some trees. 
The main defect 


which was developed is only slight 
and can easily be remedied. 


During the trip the wind, blew at 


the rate of fifteen miles, and the air- 
ship had no difficulty in navigating 
against it. It rode gently like a vessel 
in a seaway. The machine, respond- 
ing to the movements of the canvas 
sail-like rudder, traveled in a wide cir- 
cle of about two miles in circumfer- 
ence at the rate-of about five miles an 
hour.

BRITAIN'S EMBARRASSMENT. 


Whan the anti-Japanese riots in S;;a 


Francisco were disturbing the friend- 
ly relations between this country and 
Japan public opinion in Great Britain 
was much shocked, oven horrified, by 
tho spectacle. Such incontinent out- 
burst of race prejudice Britons af- 
fected neither to understand nor in i 
any degree condone. 
The serious 


phase of the British attitude, how- 
ever, was the steps of the government 
to increase the difficulties of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his attempts to deal 
with tho situation in San Francisco, 
the course of British advantage being 
conceived to lie in the direction of 
thrusting Japan and the United States 
apart from a friendly understanding 
ana attitude. 


Now it is pointed out, Great Britain 


has a situation of the same sort ou 
her hands, only the injury to the Jap- 


I anese is much greater and the defi- 
ance to claims for damages and sug- 
gestions of indemnity are much more 
emphatic. 
Like California, 
British 


Columbia is a. state of a country that 
conducts diplomatic relations with 
Japan, but diplomatically British Co- 
lumbia has no standing. Like Califor- 
nia, British Columbia feels that it is 
entitled to deal with the Japanese as 
it pleases, without reference to the 
ministers of the crown or any politi- 
cal considerations or any term of 
| treaty or alliance.

One of the chief troubles in the 


San Francisco embroglio was the 
question of tho admission of Japanese 
pupils to the city schools. .It was 
generally admitted that San Francis- 
co was within its rights in erecting 
schools for the children of Orientals. 
On the other hand, the Japanese 
statesmen asserted that under the 


i trpatv with the United States this gov- 


i eminent, was bound to see that the 


Japanese had all the rights of all 
other aliens, white or black, and in- 
sisted that the United States should 
compel San Francisco to admit the 
Japanese 
children 
to 
the 
public 


schools. 


As the result of a diplomatic trade 


the mayor of San Francisco and the 
school board consented to admit these 
children to the schools below a cer- 
tain ase. and the Japanese govern- 
ment undertook to limit the Immigra- 
tion of Japanese coolies to this coun- 
trv. 


In British Columbia the trouble is 


that the labor unions, taking their 
cue from the Japanese and Corean Ex- 
clusion league, have decided to run 
the Japanese out of the country. 
Blinded by the apparent friendliness 
of the English press, the Japanese 
felt that they could find employment 
and harmonious relations in the coun- 
try of their ally. In consequence the 
Japanese have been pouring into the 
Dominion of Canada and have been 
working for about half the wages 
paid Canadian laborers. An effort to 
exclude the Japanese by means of 
what is termed the "natal" law, but. 
which was in effect an exclusion act, 
failed and the bill, which passed the 
Dominion parliament, was vetoed. 


This seems to hav -. caused the pres- 


ent outburst. 
The Japanese, it is 


pointed out In Washington, are en- 
titled to the same treatment, as any 
other immigrants in Canada. . They 
have the right to claim even better 
treatment than most other 
immi- 


grants, because of the existing treaty 
with Great Britain whereby one coun- 
try is bound to go to the assistance of 
the other if attacked by any power. 
This is an amendment of the old 
treaty, which required one country to 
go to" the aid of the other only if at- 
tacked by two powers. 


It is believed in Washington -that 


there is strong danger of diplomatic 
difficulties between Japan and Great j 
Britain. The Dominion government is ( 
said to be very much impressed with j 
the power of the labor unions. Since j 
the riots in British Columbia are j 
largely union affairs, Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier's government will be called ou to 
either offend the labor vote or the 
home government, for there is little 
doubt 
felt 
that 
Immediately 
on 


all the facts becoming known a de- 
mand will have to be strongly made 
for the punishment of the labor riot- 
ers and for the payment of substan- 
tial indemnity. 


Then will come, it Is predicted, the 


same embarrassment for the foreign , 
office at London in handling the diplo- 
macy for an independent colony that 
President Roosevelt had in bringing to 
terms dictated by tho federal govern- 
ment the sovereign and independent 
state of California. 


It is also pointed out that Great 


Britain is not finding her alliance 
with Japan as popular as it formerly 
was 
The dream of the English was 


that after the peace of Portsmouth 
Japan and' Great Britain would con- 
trol the entire east. 
English trade 


would consume all the demands for 
goods now supplied by the United 
States, Germany and France, and 
there would be a mutual alliance to 
regulate the "open door" to suit 


British merchants. This dream has 
not been realized. Japan, instead of 
letting Great Britain get the advan- 
tages which England thought she was 
entitled to, is stepping in and taking 
all the trade she can get. Indeed, it ^ 
is predicted that in the end Great | 
Britain will not fare better than the 
most "unfavored nation."

Attend Convention in 


Chicago. 


New York, Sept. 11.—Mrs. Annie 


Besant, president of the Theosophieal 
society, arrived in port yesterday and 
soon after boarded' a train for Chica- 
go, where she will preside over the 
twenty-first annual convention of the 
American section 
of 
the 
society, 


which opens on Sunday. 


The newly elected director of the 


mystic faith gave but small hint that 
there Is any chance for trouble at the 
convention, although it is rumored 
there may be an extremely material- 
istic row. Since the "Leadbeater in- 
cident" and the death of Col Olcott | 
much dissatisfaction has 
been ex- 


pressed in certain quarters with the 
policies and even the beliefs of the 
present world officials of the Univer- 
sal Theosophieal society, and a re- 
volt of some sort has been freely dis- 
cussed. 
In fact, a typewritten an- 


nouncement, sent out by the society 
yesterday, contains this significant 
sentence: 


"Many important questions will be 


brought up this year for considera- 
tion,"and it is likely that there will be 
a general change in the head officers 
of the organization." 


Body Not Ethereal in Form. 


As the liner carrying Mrs. Besant 


came up the harbor yesterday she 
stood iit the rail looking out at the 
new line of skyscrapers and pointing 
out to Mine. Marie Russak, her travel- 
ing companion, the changes that had 
occurred since she left the city ten 
years ago. Mrs. Besant is fat, with 
anything but an ethereal or evanes- 
cent, fatness. The gray cloak, cut like

FABRIC TREATMENT 


(Concluded) 


Under the head of "Fabric Treatment," in my last talk. 


I did noi mention a very important thing in the selection of 
canvas and hair-cloth for lining and stiffening. 


It is generally known that there are different grades of 


canvas and hair-cloth, but I believe that it is not as well un- 
derstood that a cheap canvas will not "hold up." 
You have 


seen coats, especially summer weights, that sagged in long 
wrinkles in front, after a very few days' wear. This may have 
been due to the failure to use canvas or hair-cloth at all or 
more probably, to a very poor grade having been used. 
The 


canvas as well as hair-cloth in a coat, are hidden from the 
purchaser and it is often the case that even fairly well known 
clothing manufacturers • will economize on them; putting out 
coats that show up well before wear, but which will not 
stand damp weather. 


A good canvas and hair-cloth stiffening, with a little

NEW OCEAN QUEEN 
SMASHING RECORDS 


Gigantic Lusitania Plowing Atlantic 


Main at a Speed That Will Set 


AH Old Marks Aside 


New 
York, 
Sept. 11.—Ploughing 


through the seas at a speed never be- 
fore attained by a passenger steam- j 
ship, the giant turbiner, Ltisitania, of 
the Cunard line, is sweeping along at a 
25-knot clip on her maiden voyage to 
New York, and a wireless message re- 
ceived from Cape Race, N. F., early 
today, show.i that she has broken all 
trans-Atlantic records. 
If she main- 


tains her speed through the last thou- 
sand miles of her trip the hope or a 
four-day trip across the Atlantic will 
have been realised. 


The Lusitania came into the."wire- 


less zone of Cape Race at 5:20 o'clock 
today and telegraphed that she was 
then 225 miles southeast of the cape, 
or 1,125 miles from the Sandy Hook 
lightship. The dispatch today showed 
that the big ship had. covered 1,655 
miles of the voyage in approximately 
seventy hours, through swelling seas 
and murky fogs, which hindered pro- 
gress, and that she had averaged', a 
trifle better than 23% knots an hour, a 
speed record never before reached by 
a trans-Atlantic steamship on a west- 
bound voyage. 


Expected Early Friday. 


The Lusitania is expected to flash 


by the red hulled lightship off Sandy 
Hook about 1 o'clock Friday morning, 
which, would make 
the time of the 


voyage about four days and eighteen 
hoars, more than thirteen hours better 
than the record trip betwcon Queens- 
town and New York, of five days, 
seven hours and twenty-five minutes 
made by the Lucania of the Cunard 
line in 1894. 


The Lusiiania's 
maiden 
voyage 


promises also to wrest the.title, of the 
queen of the seas from the Deutsch- 
land, of' the Hamburg-American line. 
The Deutscnland made a voyage from 
Cherbourg to New York in 1903 in five 
days, eleven hours • and • fifty-four min-' 
utea over a course 
3,054 miles in 


length, at an average speed of 23.15 
knots.

Some Points of the Lusitania. 


All New York will welcome 
the 


mammoth Lusitania, whose maiden 


voyage in quest of the blue ribbon of 
the seas promises to be so successful. 
The Lusitania and her sister ship, the 
Mauretania, not yet completed, stand 
as the largest ships ever built. Both 
ships were constructed from the same 
models. The speed of the Lusitania is 
developed from four screws rotated by 
turbine engines of 68,000 horse power. 
The number of furnaces required to 
keep up this tremendous horse power 
is 192. Four monster funnels carry 
off the smoke from 
the 
furnaces. 


These funnels have a diameter of 24 
feet and are 155 feet in height. 
The 


Lusitania is 790 feet long, which is 
much longer than the average passen- 
ger train. She is SS feet broad, and 
were the new wonder of the sea placed 
in a city street her sides would touch 
the buildings on both 
sides of the 


thoroughfare.

Brobdignagian 


vessel, with her coal bunkers filled, 
carries 7,000 tons of coal. Her dis- 
placement on load draught is. 45,000 
tons and she carries a crew of nearly

The Lusitania has accommodations

Will Have Broken All Records.

Casey made his 
last visit before his marriage to his 
sweetheart yesterday 
afternoon and 


started to drive to his home, a dis- 
tance of; twelve miles, at G o'clock last 
evening. 


The distance between his home and 


the home of his fiance is covered in 


two hours, but when he failed to re- 
turn last night at the usual time noth- 
ing was thought o£ it. as the roads 
were muddy and his mother believed 
it had taken more time to make the 
trip. At daybreak this morning his 
lifeless body was 
found 
by a farm 


hand. The "horse wa; hitched to the 
buggy just as it was when driven into 
the uarn. 


There was nothing to indicate that 


Casey had taken his life. 
In fact he 


was looking forward in happy antici- 
pation of his approaching marriage 
No revolver was found in or near the 
buggy nor along the road taken by 
Casey, ar.cl for this reason the murder 
theory is strongly entertained. 


Homer Casey was a traveling sales- 


man for a Chicago tailoring establish- 
ment and was a member of one of the 
most oighly respected families in the 
county.

Hew Army Auxiliary Makes 


a Successful Trip at 


London. 


Farnborough, England, Sept. 11.— 


The first military and dirigible balloon 
built in this country mn.de two trial 
trips yesterday, and, with tho excep- 
tion of a slight hitch caused by the 
breaking of a belt in the machinery 
that drove tho cooling fan, the airship 
answered all the expectations of Its 
inventors. 
The recent successes of French and 


German army airships have awakened 
a great degree ot interest in England 
on tho subject of aerostatics. Among 
the crowd who watched the trials yes- 
terday were representatives of a num- 
ber of foreign nations Intent upon 
Cleaning Ml possible information on 
the striki fe and novel points of the 
balloon's construction. 


Airship Easy to Handle. 


Tho English airship proved capable 


of being easily handled, able to travel 
with and against the wind, and most 
important 
of all. capable 
of being 


steered 
The balloon was tn charge 


of Col. Capper, Capt. King and F S. 
Cody, an .American, who guided tha 
machinery. 


TRY TKE~SENT1NEL WANT COLUMN 


After making a semicircle of about 


two miles around Farnborough and 
Cobe common, an accident occurred to 
the engines, and in spite of the throw- 
ing out by the aeronauts of ballast, 
of which the airship carried eight hun- 
dred pounds, the balloon settled down 
near some trees. 
The main defect 


which was developed is only slight 
and can easily be remedied. 


During the trip the wind blew at 


the rate of fifteen miles, and the air- 
ship had no difficulty in navigating 
against it. It rode gently like a vessel 
in a seaway. The machine, respond- 
ing to the movements o£ the canvas 
sail-like rudder, traveled in a wide cir- 
cle of about two miles in circumfer- 
ence a.t the rate of about five miles an 
hour. 


Mechanism is Work of Art. 


-\t the second trial, the machinery 


worked 
with 
perfect 
smoothness. 


Various evolutions were performed 
and the ship completed a three mile 
circle at an altitude of about halt a 
mile. It then descended not tar from 
its shed. 
This new airship is a sausage 


shaped balloon about 100 feet long by 
thirty feet in diameter. It has a lift- 
ing capacity of about one ton, which, 
after deducting the weight of the car, 
engines and other apparatus, permits 
the carriage of a crew of three men 
of the average weight. 
The car is 


shaped like a boat and built of alum- 
inium and canvas. The petroleum for 
the motors is carried in two torpedo 
like cylinders above the car. The en- 
gines are so constructed that the ex- 
haust vapor is turned into gas and 
carried up into the balloon above by 
means of a tube.

which opens on Sunday. 


The newly elected director of the 


mystic faith gave but small hint that 
there Is any chance for trouble at the 
convention, although 
>t is rumored 


there may be an extremely material- 
istic row. 
Since the "Leadbeater in- 


cident" and the death of Col Olcott 
much dissatisfaction has 
been 
ex- 


pressed in certain quarters with the 
policies and even the beliefs of the 
present world officials of the Univer- 
sal Theosophical society, and a re- 
volt of some sort has been freely dis- 
cussed. 
In fact, a typewritten an- 


nouncement, sent out by the society 
yesterday, contains this 
significant 


sentence: 


"Many Important questions will be 


brought up this year for considera- 
tion, and it is likely that there will be 
a general change in the head officers 
of the organization." 


Body Not Ethereal in Form, 


As the liner carrying Mrs. Besant 


came up the harbor yesterday she 
stood at the rail looking out at the 
new line of skyscrapers and pointing 
out to Mme. Marie Russak, her travel- 
ing companion, the changes that had 
occurred since she left the city ten 
years ago. Mrs. Besant is fat, -with 
anything but an ethereal or evanes- 
cent fatness. The gray cloak, cut like 
an automobile riding duster, that blew 
about her, did not obscure the fact 
that the soul which has taken its 
winged flights through ether since .the 
days when the Hyksos kings ruled 
Egypt had not picked out a small, 
compass for its temporary residence 
in Mrs. Annie Besant. 


The hair of the priestess is heavy 


and snowy white. It hangs about and 
softens a masculine face and veils 
eyes that are the strongest feature of 
an otherwise cold and 
emotionless 


countenance. 
At her throat Mrs. 


Besant wore (he six pointed Jewish 
star, a relic of the departed body of 
Mme. 
Blavatsky. 
The 
theosophist 


leader spoke as follows: 


Some May Be Expelled. 


. "I believe that we will have a great 
work to do at the Chicago convention 
and there will stand out prominently 
as a problem demanding temperate 
deliberation 'and final solution the 
question of the expulsion from the 
body of certain persons who have, in 
one way or another, gone beyond our 
teaching or have transgressed against 
.the established teachings of the so- 
ciety. 


"I "do not care to mention names, 


buf* there are some who have brought 
considerable embarrassment 
on the 


society by their unauthorized schism 
from the fold. I know there will be 
those at the convention who will urge 
^thetr public expulsion from 
the so- 


ciety, but I am not in favor of such 
stepg." 


"Now, 
I know you are going to ask 


me all about my beliefs." Mrs. Besant 
interposed before the reporters could 
put a question. "It would take me a 
long time to expound the fundamen- 
tals of theosophy to you: maybe you 
would not want to understand if I 
tried. 
But let me take up the most 


simple things: 


Soul Force Like Electricity. 


"I believe that the soul is an un- 


dying, never quiescent force, just like 
electricity, only infinitely finer and 
more subtle a thing. It is an energy 
like electricity, but it travels in a 
more ethereal medium than electric- 
ity: it travels not in ether, not in 
space, but In a void. You follow me?" 


The reporters hastened to assure 


her that her remarks were as clear as 
the Milky way. and the priestess con- 
tinued: 
"The soul is never without 


a body. It may leave the physical 
body and become immured for .awhile 
in an astral body that is beyond our 
sense of sight or our power of under- 
standing; then it may come back to 
the physical sphere in another physi- 
cal body. I believe that I lived before 
—but that's not. the way to put it. 
You don't say. 'I believe I was a 
child;' you know that you were a 
child. I know that I lived before." 


"Can you tell us something about 


your associates in a previous exist- 
ence?" one of the reporters asked. 


"I would rather not," replied the 


Indian exemplar of the occult. There 
seemed a quiet reticence on a subject 
that was painful. 


''It was ail a matter of memory, this 


proving a. previous existence." she 
•went on. 
"Some people train their 


memories so that they can remember 
when they were young children. The 
theosophists go further nnd train 
their memories to comprehend what 
occurred when their soul was in an- 
other fleshy garment. 


"All the trend of modern science is 


toward a recognition of spiritualism, 
which we call Idealism, for that is a 
far better word for something that de- 
fies exact, definition. Science is com- 
ing near the poii.:. -where-it can prove 
the existence of soul, like it proves 
and experiments with matter. I build 
part of my belief on the 
strides 


science is taking in this direction." 


Mrs. Besant 
touched upon Miss 


Marie Corelli's novel. "Ardath," not 
from a literary point of view but 
theosophically. Miss Corelli had hit 
the right Idea in "Ardath," said Mrs. 
Besant, but she had made a mistake 
In grounding the plot of her tale on 
Christianity. 
The 
theosophists 
do 


not limit their communion to any sect 
or creed. 


"I believe that Mrs. ~ddy was right 


when she advanced the 
power of 


thought transference," said Mrs. Be- 
sant. "But she made a mistake when 
she claimed that by thought transfer- 
ence a curative effect could be pro- 
duced. She asked too much of a na- 
tural phenomenon. 
Thought trans- 


ference is no more remarkable than 
•wireless telegraphy, but it is not nec- 
essarily a wholesale physician. 


"I believe also that what President. 


Roosevelt says about race suicide is 
right. There arc too many souls crav- 
ing materialization in the flesh for ex- 
istence here to be denied them by the 
artifices of modern society."

FABRIC TREATMENT 


(Concluded) 


Under the head of "Fabric Treatment," in my last talk, 


I did not mention a very important thing in ihe selection of 
canvas and hair-cloth for lining and stiffening. 


It is generally known that there are different grades of 


canvas and hair-cloth, but I believe that it is not as well un- 
derstood that a cheap cauvas will not "hold up." You have 
seen coats, especially summer weights, that sagged iu long 
wrinkles in front, after a very few days' wear. This may have 
been duo to the failure to use canvas or hair-cloth at all or 
more probably, to a very poor grade having been used. 
The 


canvas as well as hair-cloth in a coat, are hidden from the 
purchaser and it is often the case that even fairly well known 
rlothlns manufacturers will economize on them; putting out 
coats that show up well before wear, but which will not 
stand damp weather.

ALASKAN VOLCANO BREAKS OUT 


Eruption In Aleutian Islands Covert 


Village With Ashes. 


Seattle, Sept. 11.—Advices received 


here from an officer of the revenuq 
cutter Rush, lying at Dutch. Harbor, 
and dated Sept. 4, say that on SepL-l 
and 2 a volcano ia the Aleutian Is- 
lands broke forth. Bending tons of 
ashes and cinders over a score or 
more of native villages, frightening 
the native Alaskans as -well as the 
whites out of their -Kits and covering 
the decks of the cutter with dfcbria 
from the volcano. 
A hurricane ac- 


companied the phenomenon and wild 
fowl of all kinds were driven far to 
sea.
